For  the  Year  ending  30th  September,  1942. 


The  Committee  presents  the  75th  Annual  Report  to  the 
subscribers. 

The  Hospital  this  year  has  fully  justified  its  enlarge¬ 
ment  and  renovation.  No  less  than  71  in-patients  have 
been  treated  in  addition  to  22  out-patients. 

This  has  naturally  entailed  additional  expenditure  and 
the  Accounts  show  a  deficit  on  the  year  of  over  £50. 

Subscriptions  have  increased  by  nearly  £30  and  the 
Committee  hope  that  this  recovery  will  continue,  but 
another  £50  is  needed  to  restore  the  financial  position. 

The  Medical  Board  has  reported  very  favourably  on 

t 

the  work  of  the  Hospital,  stating  that  several  serious 
cases  from  the  neighbourhood  have  been  treated. 

A  connection  has  also  been  formed  with  St.  Mary’s 
Hospital,  London,  and  the  Hertfordshire  Hospital,  for 
taking  patients,  convalescent  from  serious  illnesses  and 
operations  when  beds  are  not  required  for  local  patients.
